AB ntPBESSIVE SERVICE HELD. 


Late Commander In the Japanese 


Kavy Wno Gave MU Life For An- 
otber at Port Arthur WUB Burled 
With Shinto Rite*—Mikado Ordered 
That All Honor Be Paid the Dead. 


From Tokyo, Japan, under a recent 


date a war correspondent of the In- 
dianapolis News writes: 


The most impressive thing I have 


seen in Japan so far was the ceremony 
at Aoyauia, the funeral, according to 
Shiuto rites, of that gallant hero of the 
war, Commander Hirose of the Japa- 
nese na\y. 
ing. 


The Japanese are a hero loving race, 


and few nations have bad a better op- 
portunity for faero worship than that 
accorded by the funeral of Hirose, a 
remarkable man, a flue sailor who em 
bodied in himself all those qualities 
that the Japanese most value. He lost 
his life, as is well known now, in try- 
Ing to sa\e Sugmo, his wan-ant officer, 
and the story of his exploit is the most 
memorable thing in the Port Arthur 
engagement. 


The body of Commander Hirose was 


buried by the Russians when they 
found it in the water, and, like noble 
enemies, they gave their antagonist a 
solemn funeral, with all the military 
honors that \sould have been accorded 
to an officer of the czar. But that real 
funeral was deemed insufficient by 
Hirose's friends in Tokyo, his old home, 
and it is even said that the mikado 
himself gave instructions that all hon- 
or should be paid to the dead man. 
And so with fitting pomp and won- 
drous ceremony they incased all that 
was recoverd of Hirose's body—a mere 
shred of flesh—in a plain wooden box, 
and this has been left out there in 
Aoyama under the cypress and cherry 
trees, the grave fittingly facing the 
rifle range and Aoyama barracks. 


In the morning a solemn service con- 


ducted by one Tamura, a Shinto priest, 
was held at the Marine club in Tsukiji, 
and then, after a procession had es- 
corted the coffin to the graxeside at 
Aoyama, another service was held at 
which Lieutenant Matsura read a let- 
ter of condolence from Admiral Togo, 
which was followed by brief speeches 
on the value of a hero to the nation by 
Vice Admiral Arima and Viscount 
Kano. 


The streets in Japan are always 


crowded, but I never saw any street in 
Tokyo so -jammed with humanity as 
was the road to the cemetery. 
The 


throng was thickest on the slope which 
leads from Kojimachi to Akasaka, past 
the palace of Prince Kitasharawa. Here 
the procession had to pass through a 
lane of people twenty feet deep on 
either side, mostly townsfolk in haori 
and hakama, but with -a good sprin- 
kling of Europeans about also. 


When the procession left the club the 


gun carriage on which the coffin rest- 
ed was escorted by about 200 marines 
with reversed arms and the members 
of the club. 
As it passed various 


streets, evidently by prearrangement, 
numerous representatives of various so- 
cieties joined in until there was, when 
the diplomatic and official carriages 
joined in, a procession nearly a mile 
long. 


Somewhere along the route, too, a 


company of bluejackets joined the 
cortege, but just where I did not see, 
as I rode ahead and waited at the cem- 
etery for the procession to come. 


It came in absolute silence up the 


Song slope, and as it came tfie throng 
fell silent. It seemed a bit curious to 
see no heads uncovered as the coffin 
passed, until one remembered that this 
form of salutation has not yet taken 
hold in Japan. There was manifested

Last thing of all—and that caused an 
intake of the breath, so solemn and 
touching was it—came a group in 
white: the sister and young niece of 
Commander Hirose, with the mother, 
old and bent, of Sugino, the man for

Painted Beauties. 


It is related of President nadley of

Mukden, the second city of impor- 


tance in Manchuria, having in tui.es 
of peace at least 260.UOO inhabitants, is 
situated in the center of an immense 
alluvial plain about three miles from 
the Hunho, a tributary of the Liao 
river, says the Philadelpiiia Public 
Ledger. 
It is about 250 njiles north 


of Port Arthur, 42 miles north of Liao- 
yang and 350 miles south of Harbin. 
General Kuropntkln discovered early 
in March that Harbin was too far 
north to serve as a military base for 
the campaign in southern Manchuria, 
and he selected Mukden for his head- 
quarters because it IB favorably situ- 
ated on the railway and on the Peking 
road 


The city of Mukden has aa outer wall 


of mud, and a lofty quadrangular in- 
ner wall three miles in circuit built of 
brick, flanked by lofty towers and 
pierced by eight gates protected by 
lofty brick bastions. 
This wall, on 


which three carnages 
could drive 


abreast, protects the commercial and 
official part of the city, which is dense- 
ly crowded. 


Mukden, besides being the great grain 


emporium of Manchuria, is the center 
of the Chinese fur trade and attracts 
buyers from all parts of the world 
Fine streets divide the city into nine 
wards or districts, the central district 
containing a Chinese palace with much 
decorative yellow tiling and a public 
examination hall. The Russians have 
erected spacious barracks, with accom- 
modations for more than 100,000 sol- 
diers. There were said to be a short 
time ago more than 60,000 Russian 
troops at Mukden. 


Mukden's streets are regularly built, 


and its fine residences are well kept up. 
It is a busy place, both in times of 
peace and war, and does a large and 
lucrative trade in grain, beans and furs. 
It has various industries, which in- 
clude the tanning and dressing of furs 
and the weaving of silk stuffs; its bank- 
ers and merchants are rich and enter- 
prising. 


Mukden is the ancient royal city of 


the Mantchoos and the former burial 
place of the rulers of China. 
Four 


miles east of the city is the tomb of 
the founder of the Mantchoo dynasty, 
Nurachu. The sepulcher itself forms a 
great mound built up over the coffin. 
In front of this stands a funeral hall, 
the whole being surrounded by a high 
wall pierced by one grand gateway, 
which holds three arched portals. The 
avenue of approach is spanned by two 
lofty and elaborate arches of carved 
stone, the bases of their columns rest- 
ing on carved likenesses of frogs. 


Harbin is the most important Rus- 


sian military depot in the far east and 
is situated on the Transs'berian rail- 
road to Vladivostok, just where tho 
Port Arthur line turns directly south. 
The Russians have within the past 
year or so erected more than 6,000 
houses in Harbin, the materials used 
being chiefly brick and corrugated iron. 
Forty thousand Russian soldiers, it is 
said, were recently quartered in Har- 
bin. Immense storehouses for grain 
and other forage, as well as maga- 
zines for arms and ammunition, have 
also been erected, and millions of ru- 
bles have been spent to improve the 
warehouse facilities alone. 


From Harbin the Chinese Eastern 


railway, a branch of the Transsiberian 
railway, runs southward to 
New- 


chwang, 450 miles distant, on the gulf 
of Liautong, and thence southward 150 
miles to Dalny and Port Arthur. 


A new branch line was recently con- 


structed from Harbin to Kirin, one of 
the most important trading centers of 
Manchuria and the junction of the

Charles Krt-bs. from a 
side entrance. 


Miss Ruby Franklin, as maid of hon- 


or, preceded the bride on the arm of 
her brother, John Franklin, who gave 
her away.

There are a few feelings In the hu- 


man breast that can be conceived to 
urnish a motive for suicide, and one 
f them is despair over unrequitted 
ove. Whatever may be said from an 
thical or practical standpoint as to 
he turpitude on folly of the act, it 
will probably remain forever a fact, 
hat suicide will over be considered a 
iiircease to the heart burdened by the 
grief of a passion unreturned by the 
>erson upon whom it is lavished. 


Neuhart was a man highly honored 


and respected by all who knew him. 
He had no business worries or finan- 
cial entanglement* as far as known, so 
hat his suicide was tjie wonderment 


>f all who knew the circumstances. 


At the time it was hinted that a love 
ffair that had ended 
unhappily for 


Neuhart was the real cause of the sui- 


ide, 
and intuitively Uiis was assign- 


ed as a reason, by many. In the Advo-

iOSEPH PULITZER In North American 


Ftr Ma). 


The editor of tho North American 


Bevtew has askf-d we to reply to an 
article recently juir.ted in its pages 
criticising tlie college of journalism 
Which it has beeii my pleasure to found 
and permanent)? to widow iu Columbia 
university. 
. Some of my critics have called my 
scheme "visionary." If it be so I can 
at least plead that It is a vision I have 
cherished lonjr, thought uoon deeply 
and followed persistently. 
Twelve 


years ago I submitted the idea to Pres- 
ident Low of Columbia, when it was 
declined. I have ever since continued 
to perfect and organize the scheme in 
my mind until it is now accepted. In 
examining the criticisms and misgiv- 
ings I have endea\ored to do so with- 
out prejudice, anxious only to find the 
truth. I admit that the difficulties are 
many, but after weighing them all im- 
partially I am more firmly convinced 
than ever of the ultimate success of 
the idea. Before the century closes 
schools of journalism will be generally 
accepted as a feature of specialized 
higher education, like schools of law or 
of medicine. 


The school of journalism is to be, in 


my conception, not only not commer- 
cial, but anticouimercial. It is to exalt

principle, knowledge, culture at the ex- 
pense of business if need be. It is to 
Bet up ideals, to keep the counting room 
in its proper place and to make the 
soql of the editor the soul of the paper. 
Incidentally I may say that I have 
never spent an hour in any publication 
office, either of the St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch or the World, though I managed 
to establish both these journals and 
still own them. 


In the proposed course of study 


drawn up with admirable quickness by 
President Eliot and widely discussed 
as if it had been definitely adopted, 
Dr. Eliot included instruction in the 
business administration of a newspa- 
per. 
He mentioned specifically circu- 


lation, advertising, manufacture and 
finance. 


My own ideas upon many parts of 


the course of study are still uncer- 
tain, hut upon this one point they are 
very decided. .1 am sure that, if my 
wishes are to be considered, business 
instruction of any sort should not, 
would not 'and must not form any part 
of the work of the college of journal- 
ism. 


The course of instruction will be de- 


cided by the advisory board, which is 
not yet appointed, acting in conjunc- 
tion with the authorities of the univer- 
sity. 


What is a college of journalism? It 


Is an. institution to train journalists. 
What is a journalist? Not any business 
manager or publisher or even propri- 
etor. A journalist is the lookout on the 
bridge of the ship of state. He notes the 
passing sail, the little things of interest 
that dot the horizon in fine weather. 
He reports the drifting 
castaway 


whom the ship can save. He peers 
through fog and storm to give warn- 
ing of dangers ahead. He is not think- 
ing of his wages or of the profits of 
his owners. He Is there to watch over 
the safety and the welfare of the peo- 
ple who trust him. 


Few men in the business office of a 


newspaper know anything about the 
principles of journalism. The propri- 
etor himself is not necessarily a jour- 
nalist. He may be if he is capable 
of understanding public questions, of 
weighing public interests, of carrying 
out public tasks; if he is in touch with 
public feeling, realizes public duties, is 
in sympathy with the public welfare 
and is capable of presenting bis ideas 
to the people either by his own pen 
or by the pens of others. But it is 
quite conceivable, that some proprie- 
tors are deficient in tJiese points. 


My hope is that this college of jour- 


nalism will raise the standard of the 
editorial profession, but to do this it 
must mark the distinction between real 
Journalists and men who do a kind of 
newspaper work that requires neither 
culture nor conviction, but merely busi- 
ness training I wish to begin a move- 
ment that will raise journalism to the 
rank of a learned profession, growing 
in the respect of the community as oth- 
er professions far less important to the 
public interests have grown 


There is an obvious difference be- 


tween a business and a profession. An 
editor, an editorial writer or a cor- 
respondent is not in business. Nor is 
even a capable reporter. 
These men 


are already in a profession, though 
they may not admit it or even realize 
it, as many of them unhappily do not. 
Ill or well, they represent authorship, 
and authorship is a profession. 


The man in tbe counting room of a 


newspaper Is iu tbe newspaper bus! 
ness. He concentrates his brain, quite 
legitimately, 
upon the commercla 


aspects of things, upon the margin of 
profit, upon the reduction of expenses 
upon buying white paper and selling 1 
printed, and that is business. But a 
man who has the advantage, honor auc 
pleasure of addressing the public every 
day as a writer or thinker Is a pro 
fessional man. So. of course. is he who 
directs these writers and reporters 
who tells them what to say and how to 
Bay it, who shows them how to think 
who inspires them, though he maj 
never write a line himself, and decides 
what the principles of the paper shal 
be. For example, the greatest editor 
in the whole history of European Jour- 
nalism, John Delano, nc\er •Uiotc atij 
articles of his own, although for thirty 
six years be was the head, the heart 
the brain of the London Times. Bui 
he directed every writer; he furnishec 
the thought, the policy, the initiative 
he bore the responsibility, and he cor- 
rected both manuscript and proofs. 


Nothing less than the highest ideals, 


the most scrupulous anxiety to do right 
the most accurate knowledge of the 
problems it has to meet and a sincere 
sense of its moral responsibility wii: 


!„ journalism from subservience to 


business interests, seeking selfish ends 
antagonistic to the- public welfare, 


Commercialism, has a 
legitimate 


place in a newspaper—namely, In the 
business office. The more successful 
a newspaper is commercially the bet- 
ter for its moral side. The more pros- 
perous it is the more independent it 
can afford to be, the higher salaries It 
can pay to editors and reporters, the 
less subject it will be to temptation, 
the better it can stand losses for the 
sake of principle and conviction. Bui 
commercialism, which is proper and 
necessary in the business office, be- 
comes a degradation and a danger 
when it invades the editorial rooms. 
Once let the public come to regard the 
press as exclusively a commercial busi- 
ness and there is an end of its moral 
power. Influence cannot exist without 
public confidence, and that confidence 
must have a human basis. It must 
rest in the end on the character of the 
Journalist. The editor, the real "jour- 
nalist" of the future, must be a man of 
such known integrity that he will be 
above the suspicion of writing or edit- 
ing against his convictions. He must 
be known as one who would resign 
rather than sacrifice his principles to 
any business interest. 
It would be 


well if the editor of every newspaper 
were also its proprietor, but every edi- 
tor can be at least the proprietor of 
himself. If he cannot keep the paper 
from degrading itself, he can refuse 
to be a party to the degradation. 


By far the larger part of the Ameri- 


can press is honest, although partisan. 
It means to do right; it would like to 
know how. To strengthen its resolu- 
tion and give to its wisdom the indis- 
pensable basis of knowledge and in- 
dependence is the object of training in 
journalism. 


We are embarked, whether we like 


It or not, upon a revolution in thought 
and life. 
Progress is sweeping for- 


ward with accelerating force, outstrip- 
ping in decades the advance of fcrmer 
centuries and millenniums. All pro- 
fessions, all occupations but one, are 
keeping step with that majestic march. 
Its inspiration has fired all ranks of 
the marching army, or must we except 
the standard bearers? The self con- 
stituted leaders and enlighteners of the 
people—what are they doing? Stand- 
ing still, lost in self admiration, while 
the hosts march by? Are they even 
doing as well as that? Is it not a fact 
that the editors of seventy years ago 
were, as a rule, better informed in 
law, politics, government and history 
than those of today? The statesmen 
and lawyers and political students who 
used to do editorial work for ambi- 
tion or intellectual 
pleasure have 


ceased to frequent the newspaper 
offices. 
There is no trade so humble 


that it is not developing a standard of 
competence based on thorough train- 
ing. 
For the more intellectual pro- 


fessions—law, 
medicine, art, 
archi- 


tecture, music, engineering in all its 
varied branches—the years of prepara- 
tion are stretching over ever lengthen- 
ing periods. 


Is the most exacting profession of 


all, the one that requires tbe widest 
and the deepest knowledge and the 
firmest foundations of character, to be 
left entirely to the chances of self edu- 
cation ? Is the man who is everybody's 
critic and teacher the only one who 
does not need to be taught himself? 


It has been said by some that my ob- 


ject in founding the College of Jour- 
nalism was to help young men who 
wish to make this their vocation. Oth- 
ers have commended it as an effort to 
raise journalism to its real rank as 
one of the learned professions. This 
is true. But, while it Is a great pleas- 
ure to feel that a large number of 
young men will be helped to a better 
start in life by means of this collTi 
this is not my primary object. Neil ,»i 
is the elevation of the professi.-n 
which I love so much and regard so 
highly. In all my planning the chief 
end I had in view was the welfare of 
the Republic 
It 
will be the object 


of the college to make better journal- 


oping a world wide class feelliig. 
It 


likewise has learned the power of co- 
operation. 


What will be the state of society and 


of politics iu this republic seveutj years 
heuce, when some of the children now 
in school will be still living? 
Shall 


we preserve the government of the 
constitution, the equality of all citizens 
before the law and the purity of jus- 
tice, or shall we have the government 
of either money or the mob? 


The answers to these questions will 


depend largely upon the kind of in- 
struction the people of that day draw 
from their newspapers, the text books, 
the orators, the preachers of the 
masses. 


It is not too much to say that the 


is the only grtat orgumzeu torce i 


which is actively and as a body uphold- 
ing the standard of civic righteousness. 
There are many political reformers 
among the clergy, but the jvalpit as an 
institution is concerned with the king- 
dom of hea\eu, not with the republic 
of America. There are many public 
spirited lawyers, but the bar as a pro- 
fession works for its retainers, and no 
hiw defying trust ever came to grief 
from a dearth of legal talent to serve 
it. Physicians work for their patients 
and architects for their patrons 
The 


press alone makes the public interests 
its own. "What is everyoody's busi- 
ness is nobody's business," except the 
journalist's. It is his by adoption. But 
for his care almost every reform would 
fall stillborn. 
He holds officials to 


their duty. He exposes secret schemes 
of plunder. 
He promotes every hope- 


ful plan of progress. 
Without him 


public opinion would be shapeless and 
dumb. He brings all classes, all pro- 
fessions together and teaches them to 
act in concert on the basis of their 
common citizenship. 


The Greeks thought that no republic 


could be successfully go\erned If It 
were too large for all the citizens to 
come together in one place. 
The 


Athenian demociacy could all meet in 
the popular assembly. 
There public 


opinion was made, and according as 
the people listened to a Pericles or to 
a Cleon the state flourished or declined. 
The orator that reaches the American 
democracy is the newspaper. It alone 
makes it possible to koep the political 
blood in health!ul circulation in the 
veins of a continental republic. 


Virtue, said Monte&quieu, is the prin- 


ciple of a republic, and therefore a re- 
public, which in its purity is the most 
desirable of all forms of government, is 
the hardest of all to preserve, for there 
is nothing more subject to decay than 
virtue. 


Our republic and its press will rise or 


fal! together. An able, disinterested, 
public spirited press, with trained intel- 
ligence to know the right and courage 
to do it can preserve that public vir- 
tue without which popular government 
ts a sham and a mockery. A cynical, 
mercenary, demagogic press will pro- 
duce in time a people as base as itself. 
The power to mold the future of the 
republic will be in the hands of the 
journalists of future generations. This 
is why I urge my colleagues to aid the 
important experiment which I have 
ventured to endow. 
Upon their gen- 


erous aid and co-operation the ultimate 
success of the project must depend.
